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The New Brunswick Commemorative 


by E. W. Person 


Among the many attractive com- 
memoratives issued by the Canadian 
postal department is the 2-cent 
stamp issued on the 16th of August, 
1934, to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of New 
Brunswick. Although there were 
5,050,000 of them issued, the stamp 
is rapidly becoming quite scarce and 
Sisson’s quote the stamp at 18c 
used and 25¢ mint, while No. 210a, 
a variety of the issue, commands a 
price of 50c either used or mint. If 
one had been smart in 1934 and in- 
vested in a thousand or so. think of 
the return on your investment! 

Public announcement of the stamp 
came only a week before the stamp 
was to be issued, although the Mont- 
real Gazette got the scoop on the 
story, by being a week ahead of the 
officials. How they got the informa- 
tion is still a secret, but they must 
have had some smart reporters on 
the staff. 

Only plates one and two were used 
in the printing, and the stamps were 
printed in sheets of 100 on a flat-bed 
press. There were no straight-edges, 
and the color of the stamp struck a 
new note in Canadian issues and can 
be described as a deep brown-lake. 
First day covers were quite scarce 
due to the short notice, and those 
that were sent were really hot- off 
the press. In fact the ink was not 
yet dry, and some of it passed from 
the stamp, on to the next cover. 

The stamp itself is a dignified 
portrayal of the official seal of New 
Brunswick showing a frigate at the 
mouth of the St. John River at the 
settlement of Maugerville. On the 
left side can be seen a row of houses, 
while on the right, a pine tree can be 
seen growing on the bank of the 
river. Within a double circle are in- 
scribed the words, “Nov Bruns Sigill 
Provinciae”? which can be translated 
frem the Latin meaning, “Seal of the 
Province of New Brunswick.” In 
small capital letters below the ship 
are the words, “Spem Reduxit” which 
is a phrase meaning “Hope leads on”. 

Originally New Brunswick was a 
part of the French Canada known as 
Acadia, but when the British took 
over they made it a part of Nova 
Scotia. The first settlements of New 


Brunswick were made in 1604 by 
Pierre de Guast, the Sieur of Monts, 
and Samuel de Champlain. The first 
colony on the mouth of the St. Croix 
River was abandoned, but was fre- 
quently visited by fur traders. The 
British made their first settlement on 
the St. John River at Maugerville in 
1762, and two years later a group of 
Scottish immigrants took up land 
along the Miramchi River. The 
United Empire Loyalists arrived at 
the present site of St. John city on 
May 18, 1783. Many more Loyalists 
arrived a year later, hence making 
it necessary to create a separate 
province in 1784. It was in honour 
of this event that this stamp was 
issued. 


CALGARY PHILATELIC 


At the 32nd annual meeting: of the 
Calgary Philatelic Society, held in 
the Herald Board Room. Tuesday eve- 
ning, May 12th, Mr. S. T. Richardson 
was unanimously re-elected as presi- 
dent for the third consecutive year. 
The following slate of officers was 
also elected: Vice-President, E. Lynn; 
Secty.-Treas., G. M. Hill; Recorder, 
G. H. Moxam; Executive, Dr. Bed- 
dingfield, J. Benningen, B. Horne, W. 
J. E. Wylie. 

In his annual report, Mr. Richard- 
son reported an increase in member- 
ship during the past year. The high- 
light of the year’s activities was the 
joint purchase, together with other 
Calgary stamp associations and the 
Public Library, of the book on the 
Royal Philatelic Collection. The an- 
nual dinner and auction last Decem- 
ber was also a huge success. Mr. 
Richardson urged the appointing of 
an attendance and membership com- 
mittee to contact unaffiliated collect- 
ors in the city. Meetings are held the 
second Tuesday of each month in the 
Herald Board Room, to which all col- 
lectors are cordially invited. 


Kelson’s booklet “Dinky Daymus 
Varieties” has been well received 
since its announcement last issue. 
While too early yet for remarks by 
book reviewers, several private 
collectors and dealers have written 
in complimentary remarks -thereon. 


SS aa os. 
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Your Postmark Please 


When the name of a post office and 
an outstanding event have an inferred 
relationship you may depend that 
cover fans will “hop” on it. Such was 
the case at the time of the Coronation 
of the Late King George VI back in 


1937. Coronation post office in Al- 
berta was litterally swamped with re- 
quests. So much so was the demand 
that for the coming Coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth, special plans are be- 
ing made to meet the demand. 

Following are some comments by 
the Coronation, Alta., postmaster. He 
apparently was goodnatured as he did 
a lot of work for nothing—in some 
instances not even getting the sale 
of the stamps used. Some of the re- 
quests were a bit unreasonable. His 
remarks follow: 

Opened 471 letters of instruction as 
to how stamps should be cancelled, 
each one having individual ideas. 
Most correspondents were exceeding- 
ly courteous, but many very, very 
thoughtless. One chap enclosed 102 
covers already stamped; we got the 
work. 

Requests from different countries 
were, Peru, Uganda, Ceylon, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, British Hon- 
duras, Honolulu, Hawaii, Fiji Islands, 
Gibraltar, British Isles and Ireland, 
Penang, Straits Settlements, Ramn- 
goon, Burma, Jinga, Channel Islands, 
Seandinavian countries, all over this 
continent including Chesterfield In- 
let, and China. 

His Majesty had some sent to him. 
One little girl sent one because she 
thought he might be forgotten. Any 
notable people had several sent by 
friends or acquanintances from the 
old country. Viscount Hailstone, Lord 
Chancellor of Britain also got one. 

Beeause of covers already stamped 
we missed the sale of 600 stamps, but 
got the work. We did it cheerfully. 
We had old stamps sent to be ex- 
changed for the “Coronation” issue 
and put on to be datestamped here. 
We had a few who thanked us in ad- 
vance if we would be good enough to 
send cover stamped and datestamped 
here, address, only, no money, we 
obliged. Bobbie licked 600 stamps at 
one session, but he could still talk. 
Several sent stamps but no envelopes. 


We supplied the envelopes. Pictures 
of the town, post office, inside of of- 
fice and of staff were also wanted. 
One chap wanted data for an eastern 
paper. Approximately 4000 covers 
were sent out. 


PLATE BLOCK NOTES 


Mr. Hubert Lethaby, Victoria, B.C., 
writes re Scotia’s column about 
“Mostly About Plate Blocks”: I read 
this article with much interest, and 
since comment is requested, I quite 
agree, outside Plate 6 (orange) that 
the upper Right of Plate 11 (4 red) 
is about one of the most difficult to 
obtain. I have it, but at quite a fair 
sum, nevertheless, if I had waited it 
might not have been possible to get 
it at all. 

I notice further that the Two Cent 
(green) is shown by Plates 5-8 in- 
clusive. What about the two plates 
3 & 4. Possibly the “5” should have 
read “3”. I have both these two plates 
complete, in fact I have all the items 
mentioned “ordinary” and surcharge 
“G”, complete with the exception of 
the “Wicked” Pl. 6. I have been will- 
ing to pay for the last mentioned item 

The proofs and essays of the Part- 
ridge collection brought higher prices 
than similar items did in the recent 
Reford sales. 

A large die proof. in red violet of 
the 12-pence Victoria and the 10-cents 


Albert sold for $250. Other interest- 


ing prices follow: 

a tidy amount, without any offers 
forthcoming; perhaps some of your 
readers may be willing to part with 
sundry of the positions, at excellent 
profit to themselves. 

I have all the Overprints of the 
"OH MS" with the exception of six 
positions—high and-low values—and 
the same remarks apply to the Cur- 
rent High values in the "GT sur- 
charges as well as the lower values 
covered by “‘Scotia’s” article. 


I don’t recall ever seeing any men- 
tion of a constant variety in the 2c 
current olive green coil. Every 25th 
stamp in the roll shows the two tri- 
angular designs on the left side both 
upper and lower corners as blunt 
and very poorly formed—showing al- 
most as a smudge. They are immedi- 
ately discernable with the naked eye.

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The New Stamps 


Criticism of the new Queen Eliz- 
abeth stamps for Canada has come 
far from being complimentary. Not 
only have philatelists been disap- 
pointed but also the general public. 
We anticipate that in the philatelic 


press each new issue will draw some 
adverse criticism on some point or 
other, but in the instance of these 
new Queen Elizabeth stamps the lay 
press has been as critical, or more 
so than the philatelic press. 

Regarding these last stamps this 
office has had more letters of com- 
plaint regarding them than any pre- 
ceeding issue; and also about the 
fortheoming Coronation stamp. 

We have been charitable in ex- 
pressing opinions at length on prev- 
ious stamps but this time we are 
afraid we’ve got to join with the 
other critics, who feel that the picture 
of the Queen is very poorly engraved. 
That it comes far from doing justice 
to the Queen, who is a beautiful 
young lady, is repeatedly mentioned. 
Even the crown and insignia are 
rough shod in appearance. The mod- 
ern fashion of dispensing with bord- 
ers on engravings is lamented. Prob- 
ably the urge of the times for speed 
and mass production has cost us much 
in artistry, not only in stamps but in 
many other things. After 100 years 
of high regard for the beauty of Can- 
ada’s stamps, it is to be regretted if 
the beginning of another 100 years 
sees it start out with mediocre work 
and lose us the distinction our stamps 
have so long enjoyed. 

And just to forget any philatelic 
angles and see these stamps merely 
from the viewpoint of the general 
public, we’ve already heard postal 
clerks exasperated with the change 
of colours and illegibility of denomi- 
nation figures on the stamps. The 
only colour retained is blue for the 5e 
stamp, and we believe international 
usage sets the style here, but for the 
other denominations the colours near- 
ly wander all over the spectrum. 
Green for years was the le colour, 
now we must get used to brown, and 
the Ze as green. On top of that the 
denomination figures are indistinct. 
From the public’s standpoint this 
matter of indistinct figures will be 
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exasperating. Even philatelically nice, 
clear figure tablets have been pleas- 
ing points in the balance and attract- 
iveness of our stamps. 


REVIEW OF “DINKY DAYMUS 
VARIETIES” BOOK 


by L. Seale Holmes, M.D. 


This most interesting book has 
just reached my desk and I really 
had to sit back and go thru it in the 
short time I was permitted. I was 
sitting beside a phone which has a 
habit of ringing rather frequently 
and the door of my office has a buz- 
zer which, shall I say, annoys me so 
often when I want to do something 
for myself — perhaps I shall change 
it for chimes; that may have a better 
affect on me. However, I decided to 
run off a short review of the book. 
First it is bound with a very at- 
tractive cover and printed on sub- 
stantial paper. It is, of course, more’ 
than loaded with illustrations, which 
have been used to illustrate the col- 
umn that has run for so many years 
in Popular Stamps and contributed 
by my good friend Aubrey Kelson. 
Naturally he has had the co-oper- 
ation of many collectors. The author 
admits he is a charter member of the 
“Fly speck” fraternity. I am sur- 
prised at you Aubrey, using up your 
good eyesight on things beneath the 
notice of the average collector. Per- 
haps you have real good eyesight 
plus good glasses and a good mag- 
nifying lens, However, we now have 
the result of years of work, put out 
in a nice usable form. No collector, of 
Canadian stamps, at least, can afford 
to be without this very interesting 
book. Beside the “Fly specks” you 
will find real illustrations showing: 
re-entries of many of the Canadian 
stamps. He shows the rock and also 
the log in the waterfall of the Be 
Beaver. I once found a “horse shoe” 
at the bottom of the waterfall—sorry 
I did not report it to you.

The more 
you look INTO them the more vari- 
ations you find. The author admits, 
too, that he made most of the sketch- 
es. Congratulations. You are a very

Our Canadian issues of five new 
low denominations which will have 
been issued before you read this mes- 


sage, have been getting some severe 
criticism in the Toronto press and 
various philatelic journals. Accord- 
ing te a write-up in B.N.A.P.S. the 
Coronation stamp has also been get- 
ting its share of well deserved crit- 
icism in a Toronto Daily and has 
been referred to as an “atrocity” 
and in my opinion would have been 
better not to issue it. In “Stamps” 
of New York cur own Dr. Holmes 
gives the new issue a very poor re- 
ception. In a London journal from 
overseas a correspondent writes that 
they are an insult to the Royal Fam- 
ily. It would appear as though the 
reception of these new stamps in 
other countries of the Empire will 
prove somewhat distressing. After 
you have all seen what the coming 
Coronation issues of Australia and 
New Zealand are like you will not be 
surprised at the poor reception our 
own new issue is receiving. 

Collectors of stationery will be in- 
terested in knowing that new air let- 
ter sheets will shortly be issued by 
Aden, Mauritius, Australia and Trin- 
idad. The last two named will defin- 
iely have Her Majesty’s head in the 
design. 

Australia has just issued a new 
3%d stamp with the Queen’s head 
facing right. It is both an attractive 
pose and likeness. A new 1d and 3d 
will be issued shortly. The latest re- 
port is that the current 444d stamp 
will be off sale shortly. 

Trinidad and Tobago issued a new 
set on April 20th which have an in- 
set of the Queen’s head. Not much 
has been written about new designs, 
but it is to be hoped after the long 
years of the Geo. VI issue we may 
get something new in the make-up. 

Due to pressure of business and 
absence from Toronto I was unable 
to attend the C.P.S. Jubilee convent- 
ion which I am told had a heavy at- 
tendance of collectors and members 
from all over the Dominion. It is 
most encouraging to hear that the 
convention was a financial success, 
which speaks well for the manage- 
ment and organization. 
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New stamps of various denomi- 
nations will shortly be in preparation 
for Mauritius. Designs have been an- 
nounced in London for the proposed 
new Bermuda set which will for the 
first time include a 1lsh8d stamp in 
the 16 denominations to the 20sh. 
No date of issue has yet been an- 
ounnced. 

India has issued a rather attract- 
ive railway Centenary stamp which 
will no doubt be grabbed up by all 
topical collectors quite quickly. 

So long to you all now and a good 
Coronation sorting time to you.
